Alton and the Illinois Central Roads to pro- 
rate with them at the competing points to 
bring freight through Chicago, instead of 
taking it from the cross-lines around Chicago, 
which is at once in violation of the “ pool” 
contract, and pretty conclusive evidence that 
the people under the direction of Messrs.

When the Pittsburg & Fort 
Wayne Road came into Chicago some years 
ago it was received with every encotrage- 
ment. It was given aright of way without 
charge, and permitted to penetrate into the 
very centre of the city, where it has had con- 
stant advantages over all railroads seeking an 
entrance into. Chicago. It acquired a busi- 
ness of great magnitude, which it would 
never have had withont Chicago as its West- 
ern terminus, So with the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad. It also was received with open 
arms, welcomed as a friend by the mercantile 
community, heralded as a blessing by the 
newspapers, and puffed and cajoled into more 
importance than it really deserved. When the 
project of the Baltimore & Ohio’s forming a 
connection with Chicago was first announced, 
the exuberance of our merchants received a 
warning from their Eastern friends that they 
were overestimating the boon, and that 
they would find these Baltimore & Ohio 
people abont as selfish, and stingy, and 
grasping as any one could possibly be. The 
warning not heeded, but experience has 

that it was well founded. These two 
roads, the recipients of so many favors, and 
the hope of commercial Chicago, each in its 
own time have taken the opportunity which 
Mr. Vaxverzit’s weakness afforded to enter 
into a conspiracy against Chicago.

Court suggested as a fact that it was ques- 
tionable whether there had ever been an 
assessment for taxable purposes in this State 
that was made in compliance with law,

We may therefore assume that a tax is not 
to be set aside because of any defect or in- 
justice in the mode of assessment, or in the 
valuation of property; that when a man own- 
ing $100 of property finds that property as- 
sessed at $10,000, and taxed accordingly, he 
must pay the tax for the public good, and 
submit to the sacrifice as a patriot. 

We wish to again point the moral of this 
tax business. The force of the inequalities 
seems to have been mainly expended on the 
personal property in the South Division. Last 
April there was an election for Assessor in 
South Chicago, and how many of these com- 
plaining tax-payers took the trouble to vote 
at that election? How many of them even 
took interest enough in the matter to know 
that there was an election?

Now, within a few months there will be 
another election for an Assessor. How many 


of these people will attend that election, or 


take any part in securing the election of an 
honest and intelligent officer? How many of 
them will give of their time to the organiza- 
tion of the tax-payers, to the selection of a 
competent candidate, and will go to the polls 
and labor for his election ? 
The abuses of 1875 will be inevitable so 
long as the people most interested in the 
matter refuse to take any part in the choice 
of officers. These abuses will not only re- 
main possible, but probable, so long as the 
township organization remains in force in 
this county and prevents any other system of 
assessment or collection of taxes. Now, as 
the tax-payers have no remedy as to past 
abuses and injustice, will they take steps to 
their prevention in the future? There are 
two things to be done: one is to select

tion as to be easily taken up orrelaid in places; 
6, that it be easily repaired at all seasons and 
at moderate cost, Roads of broken stone and 
gravel, though comparatively noiseless, fur- 
nish dust and mud, and are not adapted to 
the heavy travel of cities.. Cobble-stone 
pavement is condemned as far inferior in 
every respect to stone blocks, though these, 
if laid on sand, rapidly form into ruts. 
Indispensable to all paved streets is a good 
‘foundation, and tothe absence of such foun- 
dations is attributed the failure of all forms 
of pavement in cities, The suitable founda- 
tions for street-pavements are stated to be: 
1, hydraulic conerete, 6 to 8 inches in thick- 
ness; 2, rubble-stones set on edge, but not 
in contact, with the interstices filled in with 
‘concrete ; 8, rubble-stone set in contact, on 
edge, like the sub-pavement of a Telford 
road; 4, cobble-stones firmly set in a form of 
sand or gravel; 5, small rubble-stones of 
random sizes in a well-compacted layer; 
6, a layer of broken stone laid in the man- 
ner of a macadamized road. Of these, the 
first, second, and third are considered the 
best, and are named in the order of merit. 
Having secured these foundations, the rela- 
tive value of stone blocks, wooden blocks, 
and asphalt for the pavements are considered. 
Of each of these general kinds of pavement, 
the best stone pavement is one composed of 
rectangular blocks, set on their longest edge 
across the street, upon a concrete foundation. 
The best wooden pavement is one of rectan- 
gular blocks, set on their edges across the 
street, on a suitable foundation, for which 
none of those mentioned are good, because 
wooden blocks would not endure the crushing 
they would receive if set on a hard, inelastic 
foundation. A good asphalt pavement re- 
quires a firm foundation. The asphalt may 
be of the natural asphalt rock, obtained from 
Switzerland, or it may be that composed of 
‘asphaltic cement, by refining the 
natural bitumen, to which is added a calcare- 
ous powder to take the place of the amor- 
phous carbonate of lime found in the natural 
asphalt rock,

THE’ LESSON OF THE TAX CASES. 
The tax cases are at last substantially set- 
tled by the decision of the motion for tem- 
porary injunction, and settled in a way ap- 
parently justified by the numerous and very 
broad decisions of the Supreme Court. Put 
there is a serious lesson to be learned from 
the circumstances i these cases, 
which imperatively demands the attention of 
every tax-payer. When the law is such that 
it sanctions a valuation double, treble, even 
ten times, the real value of the property, there 
must be either some radical defect in 
it, or some strong influence which com- 
pels its enactment. Granted that human 
judgment is fallible and law imperfect; that 
taxation by valuation is ever only approx- 
imate, and is never uniform; granted also 
the erractic actions of the State Board of 
Equalization are incomprehensible, and its 
ways past finding out,—yet there must be 
some radical evil in addition to these which 
has caused such decisions. 

The theory of a tax is that it is 9 necessary 
burden imposed on each individual, in pro- 
portion to his means, for the common good, 
but at the same time returning benefits, 
though unperceived, to each person far in 
excess of the amount paid, and in direct pro- 
portion to the unaminity with which it is 
met. It should then be paid willingly, even 
with alacrity. Is this the case? |The first 
consideration should be not the amount to be 
paid, but the advantage to be received. The 
question of the cost of collection or the pos- 
sibility of fraud should be unnecessary to 
regarded. * 
The two evils with which the tax-paying 
community has to contend just now are un- 
just Court decidions and corrupt officials. 
The Supreme Court has rendered decisions 
which will support a tax, right or wrong. 
When blundering and corrupt assessments 
and absurd legislation became the rule, the 
Courts, in order to save the municipal tax- 
eaters from short commons, felt obliged to 
streteh wider and wider the rules applying to 
the interpretation of the statutes, until they 
came to hold that an Assessor was practically 
beyond the pale of the law. Tax-fighters 
have frequently been successful in defeating 
tax-levies on merely technical grounds, but 
their victories have cost them dear, and now 
gtoss injustice must be endured without 
remedy. ö 

The present mode of assessment offers 
premium to dishonesty, and this is due 
mainly to the State Board of Equalization and 
the decision of the Supreme Court. It is 
difficult to understand how it makes any dif- 
ference to a resident of Cairo whether a citi- 


property, as long as those taxes are suffi- 
cient for the wants of the City Government. 
The decision in the Apsrr case was one of the 
greatest legnl absurdities of the age, yet 
it is gravely quoted as authority. Know- 
criminate against this city, an honest 
tax-payer must either swear that a dollar 
is only 50 cents, when it is to be taxed, or pay 
on something he never owned. The argu- 
ment that no one is wronged because the 
amount to be raised is the same whether the 
valuation is high or low, is fallacious, at least 
until it can be shown that 4 per cent on

The annual report of Bank-Commissioner Gatcfell, 
of Massachusetts, shows that the number of savings 
banks in operation in Massachusetts at the close of 
1875 was 180. Of this number there is but one new 
bank—the Chicopee Savings Bank, organized March 
20, 1876.

BLOODY RED TAPE. 

Mention has been made in the local papers of

Zo the Fader of The Chicago Tribune: 

mea. Feb. 4.—In my letter of Sunday last, 
entitled Tazes vs. Grumbiers,” I endeavored 
to point out in part a remedy for the evile com- 
plained of, I have heard objections made by 
some against a law compelling a citizen to vote, 
assigning as a reason that in a republican gov- 


ernment every man should be allowed to vote or 
not, being responsible to ao one for deter- 
mination in the matter. Such critics forget the 


fact that a republic can only be maintained by 
adopting the theory of the immortal Wash- 
ington. who said: “If America would 
be free, she must do her own voting 
and fighting.” There are certain duties 
imposed upon us by existing laws and enforced 
by suitable penalties, which are much greater 
hardships thao would be a law compelling all 
citizens to vote, and yet no one demands a re- 
peal of the lawe compelling a performance of 
these duties, among which are jury duty, the 
payment of taxes, beating of arms in defense of 
the Government, and the surrender of our prop- 
erty.to the demands of eminent domain. All 
or any of the above commands of the law are 
more cruei than the one proposed for compul- 
gory voting, or the ope punishing drunkenness 
as a crime when indulged by public 
officers. It must not be forgotten that 
be who omits to do a thing which 
should, be done is quite as guilty ag he 
who does that which should not be done. We 
bave just eutered upon the second century of 
our national existence. if we show to the 
world a siocere desire to put iu practice the theo- 
ries of our form of Government as set out in 
the Deciaration of Independence, the struggling 
patriots throughout the world will renew their 
prayers for the perpetuity of our national exist- 
ence; if, on the contrary, it shail appear to 
those from foreign climes who visit our Centen- 
nial celebration that the boasted righta and 
privileges of our American citizen are a by-word 
aud a caricatare, unappreciated by those 


on whom it is bestowed, will we 
not deserve the epithet of a na 
tion of humbugs—if it be true that 


our fathers through seven long years of bloody 
warfare morely met the civilized armies of the 
parent country, together wita their allies, the 
savage butchers of the forest, for no higher mo- 
tives than a love of war? Then, indeed, all the 
calumnies which have been so profusely heaped 
upon us by the jealous monarchs of the Old 
World, is a truthful statement of our character. 

Is it not true that through the abuse of 
the elective franchise and afurtber failure of its 
universal use our nation is drifting toward an- 
archy or despotism? The failure to use and the 
habit of abusing this sacred privilege are some

A SERIOUS CHARGE. 
A PROMINENT DRY-Goops FIBM ACCUSED OF 
BLACKMAILING A FEMALE EMPLOYE. 

A rather sensational bill in a small way was 
filed Saturday by Elizabeth M. Thompson 
against C. M. Hotchkin and Eugene P. Palmer. 
The complainant states that in the summer of 
1873 Hotchkib, Palmer & Co. applied to ber, 


she being a skilled dressmaker, to take charge of 


their dresamaking department. They promised 
that she should have the sole management of 
that department, and that she should have lib- 
erty to do all necessary work for herself aod 
daughter, and oceasionaliy some friend, io the 
same manner as though she was doing business 
alone. They also represented that they only 
wished that department to be self-sustaining. 
and did not expect to make money out of it 
farther than to stimulate an increased sale of 
dressmaking materials. Sbe accordingly ep- 
tered their employ in September, 1873, and 
threw all ber patrovage info their hands. Her 
skull and taste were so satisfactory that, in June, 
1874, another srrangement was made, by which 
she should remain anotber year, or until the 
spring of 1875, when she contemplated going to 
California, and at that time she was again in- 
duced to stay still longer, 

In June, 1875, the firm, learning that she was 
diesatisfied at the treatment some of her custom- 
ers hed received from them in the way of 
overcharges, charged her with having exposed 
their method of doing business, an d charging 
for things which bad not been delivered. She 
admitted that de bad done 60, and 
claimed that she had repeatedly made 
up to her customers their ov rcharges 
in order to retain such patrons. They then 
charged her with swindling and stealing, and 
specifically alleged that she had made dresses 
for her danzhter and one or two friends, and had 
used the firm's material. She, in turn, cleimed 
that she had a right to make ber daughser's 
dressess without charge, but proved that she had 
used her own materials in them. They thea 
took her intoacrivate room aud attempted to 
frighten her into silence in regard to thoir al- 
leged crooked dealings. One of them the went 
out, but soon returned, and told her they had 
telegraphed to the Chief of Police of New York 
to arrest her daughter and seize her dresses, but 
Offered to have the dresses released and 
drop all proceedimgs if she would 
give her note to them for 6500. 
Rather than suffer the diserace of being ac- 
cused of theft, the complainant states, she was 
induced to make a note for $599, solely on ao 
count of the threats of Hotchkin & Palmer, 
which note was made June 30, 1875, and payable 
in weekly installmeuts of $10, and she was then 
released from the room. When sbe bad paid 
$20, nowever, she decliced to stay longer in 
their employ than tothe end of the season, and 
they thereupon discharged her peremptorily. 
Soon after that she received a notice from s 
lawver who said be had received her note for 
8500 for collection. 

Sbe pow charges that she fears the defendants 
will transfer the note to some innocent party, so 
that ber defense to it will be cut off, and she 
will be obliged to pay it. She therefore prays 
that an injunction ma be issued restraining 
Mesers. Hotchkin 4 Palmer from selling or 
otherwise disposing of the note, that they may 
be comoelled to surreoder it to her, and also 
repay the €20 she has paid them.
